CHAPTER I. 


Bri']] Jlislorgtf 7 on!:. 


Touk State ifr situated partly in R ajputhna and partly id Central India 
And, consists .of six Par ga nan that are separated from each' other by distances 
■\ arying.frnm 20 te 250 milt's'. The'Rajputaua Pargahas are Tonic, Aligarh 
andiNimbahera and’ thosfe-in Central Indiaare'Chhabra, Sironj and Pirawa, 
'J onk fc’tate has-an .area 'of ^,579 square miles, and ' a population - of 2,87,898. 


The founder of the 'State' was’ Amir Kh&n, a Pathanor Afgan of the 
Buner tribe. Early in the 17th century, one Taleh Khan left his home in 
the Buner Country, and took service in Rahilkhand with Ai Mohammad 
Khan, a Rohilla of distinction. His son, Hayat Khan, acquired some land 
in the Moradafcad dirtriet, and he was the father of Amir Khan. The latter 
was born in 1768, and when 20 years of age, he left his home to carve out 
a career for himself. He first offered his services to He Boigne who was 
recuiting for Sindhia’s Amy,, hut He Boigne considered that he was too 
young and inexperienced, and declined to enlist him. For the next ten 
years he served as a mercenary leader whenever he could find lucrative 
employment, and in 1798, he was advanced to the command of a large army 
in the service of Jaswant Rao Holkar. He fought with distinction in the 
compaigns against Sindbia and the British, and he took no small part in 
levying the indemnities imposed on Kajputana and Malwa. Holkar appro* 
ciated his fighting qualities, and in order to have his services peimanently 
at his command, he agreed to share all conquered territory with him. Sironj 
was accordingly made over to Amir Khan, by Holkar in 1798, and Tonk 
and Pirawa fell to his share in 1806, Nimbahera was added to his territory 
in 1 809, and Chhabra in 1816. On the entrance of the British into Malwa, 
Amir Khan made aveaturesto them, hut the conditions he proposed were 
considered to he extravagant and were rejected. The British, however, offered 
to guarantee bini all the lands he had been granted by Holkar, on condition 
that he abandoned the predatoiy system he had adopted, disbanded his army 
and surrendered his artillery, with the exception of 40 guns to the British 
at a valuation. Amir Khan agreed to the se picpceals, and they were embo- 
died in a treaty in 1817. To the territories ihus guaranteed, i. e. the five 
Parganasktlready mentioned, the fort and Pargana of Rampura, now Known 
as Aligarh were added by the British Government and sum of three 
Lakhs were also given to him to enable him to finance his State. He adminA 
tered the State till hie death in 1834, when he was succeeded by his son 



Wazir Mohammad Khan the latter did much to consolidate the State, and 
during the mutiny he distinguished himself by holding the Tonic Fort ‘with 
a small narrison against the combined forces of the Nawab of Banda and 
Tantia Topi. In acknowledgement of his services, his salute was raised 
from 13 to 17 guns, and he received a sanad guaranteeing the succession of 
his family according to Mohainmadan Law, in the event of failure of natural 
heirs. He died in 1SG4, and was succeeded by his son Molmmmad Ali Khan, 
who proved sneh an unsatisfaetoiy ruler that he was deposed by the Bi'itish 
Government in 1SG7, and was exiled to Benares, where he died in 1895. 
His son Hafiz Mohammad Ibrahim Ali Khan succeeded him in 1SG7, and 
is still ruler of the State. During His Highness’ reign many reforms have 
been iuti educed and the Government of India have shown them appreciation 
of His Highness’ merit by making him a Grand Companion of the Star of 
india and of the India Empire. His Highness’ full title is Amin-ud-Doula 
Wazir-ul-Mulk Nawab Sir Hafiz Mohammad Ibrahim Ali Is ban Bahadur 
Sowlat-Jung G.C.S.T., G.C I.E. His Highness administers the State with 
the help of a State Council, The present Members of Council are Captain 
W. F. Webb I. A., Vice President and Revenue Member, Captain N. D. O’ 
Toole, Judicial Member, Sahibzada Mohammad Ishaq Khan, Home Member, 
and Saliibzada Abdul Wahib Iihan, Financial Member.

Report of the State Council.

The State Council continued to exercise the funcf icns of an executive 
body during the year under report. Mr. S. T. Hollins Judicial Member and 
Vice-President reverted to Government service on the 12th Aprial 1925 and 
the services of Captain. 1ST. D. O’ Toole were obtained to work as Judicial- 
Member. Captain W*. P. Webb I. A. Revenue Member was appointed as 
Vice-President. The Members continued to attend the Palace twica a week 
when His Highness heard matters submitted by the Council and other indi- 
vidual Members. 


Criminal Appeals. 


Of the reversion of Mr. S. T. Hollins, the State Council was again entr- 
usted with the work of hearing 2nd. appeals filed against the decisions of 
the Judicial Member and lower courts 17 second Appeals were lodged dur- 
ing the year, out of which 16 were disposed of as below:- 

Decisions were upheld in 9 cases, modified in one, proceedings were qua- 
shed in two and two cases were sent back for further enquiry leaving three 
cases pending at the close of the year. 


Sessions Cases'. 

The court of the’State Councial disposed of all the 11 sessions cases refer- 
red to it during the year. Of these 10 cases ended in conviction and in one 
case the accused was acquitted of the charge brought against him. 


Civil Appeals] 

The number of civil 2nd, appeals including the balance of past year was 
56 involving a sum of Rs. 6,212/9/11 of these 34 cases were disposed of with 
the following results:- 

Decisions of the Lower Courts were confirmed in 25. reversed in 5 and 
modified in 4 at the end of the year.

The Home Department continued to be administered by Elian Bahadur 
Sahibzada Mohammad Ishaque Khan during the year under report. 

His Highness Aminuddowla Wazirul Mulk Nawab Hafiz Sir Mohammad 
Ibrahim Ali Khan Bahadur Sowlati Jung, G.C.S.I., G.C.I.E., enjoyed excel- 
lent health during the year and toured Tonk and Aligarh Parganas. 

Sakibzada Mohammad Abdul Hafiz Khan the eldest son-of His Highness is 
married to the daughter of K.B. Sahibzada Mohammad Ishaque Khan-Sitwat 
Jung, Home member and Jagirdar of Indodah. 


, 1 (a) Court of Wards. 

' Two more estates were added to the 44 estates that were under the ma-* 
nagement of the Court of Wards at the commencement of the year. The 
estates were encumbered with debts amounting to Rs. I, 1 69,076/1/- out of which 
debts amounting to Rs. 11,938/10/9 (Principal Rs. 11,510/4/3 4- remissions 
Rs. 428/6/6) were paid during the year. Three estates, were released during 
the year thus leaving 43 estates encumbered with debts amounting to Rs. 
1,57,137/6/3 for management at the close of the year. 

The average of the remissions was 6j- pies in the rupee against l|- pies In 
the rupee for the previous year. 

(b) TFarcZ Rates. 

1 Rs. 1,400/13 /9 were realised as ward rates during the year. This added to 
the balance’of the previous year amounted to Rs. 2289/8/5 out of which Rs. 
1,518/12/5 were spent on the administration of the wards leaving a balance of 
Rs. 7,770/12/- at the end of the year.

Rs. 10,305 /— were spent on State gardens which brought an income ofRs. 
2,235/- during the year under report.

3. Mchammadctn Law Courts . 

The number of cases for disposal during the year was 407 out of which 315 
were disposed of leaving 92 cases ponding at the end of the year. 

289 Patwas were furnished by the learned Muftis and 64 Istiffcas Were left 
unanswered at the close of the year under report. 


4. (a) Madrasai Amirya. 

The number of Students on the rolls was 44. Religious education contiuned 
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to be imparted free and Rs. 496/- were spent on scholarships awarded io pcor 
students. The total expenditure incurred by this School amounted to Rs. 
1,5G2( - during the year. 


(b) Malba Schools. 

28 Malba Schools continued to impart free primary education to the villa- 
gers. The number of students on tlio rolls was 533 - and Rs. 3,557/- were spent 
on the said schools during the year against Rs. 5,359/3/- during the past year. 
The decrease in the expenditure is due to the transfer of amounts for the 
Hindi Schools to tire Judicial Department for administi’ation. 

5. Walicrhril Rajpulra Uitkarni Sabha. 

The local branch of this Sabha has done good work in the interests of the 
Rajputs for the past 38 years. There were 29 marriages and 8 deaths among 
Rajputs in the State during the year under report. The State sends its 
representatives to attend the Annual meeting of the Central Sabha ~ Ajmer 
presided over by the Hon’ble tlie Agent tb the Governor General, Rajputana, 

His Highness’ Vernacular Office. 


Criminal Branch . 

There were 20 cases for disposal during the year, out of which orders of 
the Lower Courts were confirmed in 11, modified in 3 and reversed in 6.

Civil Branch. 

The number of Civil Appeals including the balance of the past year was 
11 5 - out of which 85 were disposed of during the year with the following

Decisions of the Lower Courts were confiimcd in 52 and reversed in 9.

Rs. 1690/1 /- were spent on administration leaving a balance of Rs 556/11/0 
which added to the balance of the last year swelled the amount to Rs. 
2050/11/-, 

173 cases of the wards were disposed of during the year leaving 127 cases 
pending at the end of the year. 

Civil Court* 

There were 30 cases to be disposed of during the year. Out of these only 
six cases of the value of 1921/6/9 were disposed of leaving 24 cases pending 
at the close of the year. 

There were also 125 miscellaneous cases for disposal, out of which 89 cases 
we re disposed of leaving 36 cases pending at the close of the year.

The strength of the State Forces underwent no charges during the year. 
It remained 1845 as last year. The ITussaini Eattalion was armed with the 
same 773 unserviceable muzzle loading guns of absolete pattern. Fifty cara- 
bines transferred from the State Police are kept in reserve and utilised in 
cases of emergency. I he cavalry and Infantry bear their own armB. The 
Sepoys are mainly emgloyed on watch and ward duties. 

Pensioned Subedar No or Khan of the Deoli Regiment continued to train 
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Mid drill tire State Eorees at Toni: satisfactorily.' 

Saliibzada Abdul Tawab Khan, General of State Eorees continued to , 
manage the Department satisfactorily. 

The State Band continued to be trained by Mr. S. Branco and main- 
tained its efficiency. 


The expenditure incurred by this Department during the year amounted 
to 2,70,41 2/13/?. The corresponding figures for the previous year were 
Rs, 260293/5/10. 


(d) Tonh Forest Department. 

The area under the Toni: Forest Department managed by Abdul Eatoaq 
Khan underwent no change - it remained 18,385 bighas and 5 bi&aws as 
shown last year. The income obtained from the sale proceeds of fuel, grassy 
palm trees. Charcoal, feeding charges of cattle and fines in the Tonk Per- 
gaua amounted to Ks. 15,773/5/11 against Rs. 12,000/- budgetted for during 
the year. The Department had to incur an expenditure of Rs. 20,041/13/7 
against Rs. 21,805/- budgetted for during the year; 

Mds 33 832. seers 24 were collected during the year. This added to the 
balance of the previous yenr.swelled the figures to Mds. 38,624. seers 22 and 
chatauLs 8 during the year under report- out of which Mds. 1,620 seers 20 
were sold. Mds. 24433 seers 16 Chatanks 8 granted free and Mds. ,3,027 
were spoiled - thus leaving Mds. 9,481 seers 26 as surplus fodder at Tonk 

at the end of thejyear.

Judicial Department. 
Original Criminal Courts. 


2119 criminal cases were instituted in the State Magisterial Courts dur- 
ing the year against 1980 for the past year. The number of persons arrested 
including the balance of pa J year, was 4224. The number of persons arrested 

last year was 3909. Showing an increase of 315 persons as compared with 
those of the year under report vide statement VIII. The State criminal 
c ourts bad to work hard and the Magistrates worked satisfactorily. 


Civil Courts. 


The total number of civil cases for disposal during the year was 2387 as 
compared with 2009 for the last year. 1917 eases were disposed of during 
the year against 1727 for the previous year-leaving 470 cases pending at the 
close of the year under report. The value of suits filed was Rs. 1,98,952/14/3.' 
The civil judges worked satisfactorily. 


Appellate Court. Criminal Appellate Hide. 


251 criminal appeals were filed during the year as compared with 239 
during the past year. Of the cases for disposal 198 appeal's were disposed of 
with the following results:- 

Judgements of the Lower Courts Were confirmed in 92, modified in 49 
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and reversed in 43 seven cases wcic referred l act and seven were Sent for 
further enquiry leaving 53 appeals pending al tlie close of the year. The 
appellate Court worked satisfactorily. 


Appellate Court— Civil Appellate Side 


The number of civil appeals for disposal including the balance of past 
year was 3 '17, out of which decrees of Lower Courts confirmed in 131, rever- 
sed in 89 amended in S, nine cases were sent back for further enquiry and 
S were compromised leaving 82 appeals pending at the end of the year. The 
number of appeals filed last year was 273 out of which 220 were disposed of. 

Tho value of suits in which appeals were filed during the year was Rs' 
47,454/11/5. 


Execution of Decrees . 


There were 1 SI 5 applications for the execution of decrees as compared^ 
with 1685 for the previous year. The value of the said applications during 
the year was .Rs. 2,09,51 1/4/4 against Rs. 1,83,729/1/5 for the past year, 
out of these 1815 applications of the value ofRs. 1,26,675/8/fo were dispo- 
sed of during the year under repoit as compared with 1225 of the value of 
Rs. 1,15,194/6/7 during the previous year. 


Medical Department. 


Dr. T. S. Dcsai M. B. B. S. continued to supervise the Hospitals and 
dispensaries in the Stale during the year under report. Thcie are util 

c< l u 'PP e< i Hale and Female Hospitals at tile Headquarters of the State and 
there is a dispensary at each of the Parganas under a qualified Sub- Assis- 
tant Surgeon. Ihe State Surgeon visits each of the Pargana dispensaries 
in the course of the year, and report on the work done in each of them. 
Details of the work done by the Hospitals and Dispensaries are given in 
.appendices XXIII and XXIII— A. 


It is to be noted that the Pargana Dispensaries do not accommodate in- 
door patients; such patients are taken at the two Headquarter Hospitals 
■onlj, it will be observed that in all 83054 out door patients were treated 
in Sadar Hospital and the Pargana Dispensaries and that 17U indoor patie- 
nts were treated during the same period. 


8150 out door patients and 132 indoor patient-s were treated at the Walter 
'etnalo Hospital in the Course of the year. The corresponding figures for 
.the Walter Female Hospital were 8497 and 167. The atnovnt spent on the 
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Sadar Male Hospital and Pargana Dispensaries was 17749/2/9and the expenr 
diture of Walter Female Hospital Bas ils- 0895/5/1. Vaccinators are maintai- 
ned at Headquarters and in each of the Pargana. The number of children 
vaccinated during the year was 5664(3 i 40 males and 2474 -females) as compa- 
red with 4821 (2613 males and 2208 females ) during the last year. In 376 
instances only was vaccination unsuccessful. It is satisfactory to note that 
ther.ewas.no epedemic in the State during .the year and the health of the 
people was, on the whole, satisfactory. 

Jails, 

The number of jails in the State underwent no change during the year. 
The daily average of prisoners in each of the live State Jails during the last 
three years is as nnder;-

The cash balance in baud in the Central Jail at Tonk on the 31st, 
October 1924 was 1,800/2/3. The sale proceeds of the Jail manufactures dur- 
ing the year under report amounted to Hs,. 11, 163/9/4 thus swelling the total 
to Ha. 12969/11/7- out of .these Rs. 9, 67 1/10/1.0— including Bs. 3000/- paid 
into the State Treasury as net. income, wei’e spent on JaiTIndustries in Tonk 1 
during the year leaving a cadi balance .of Its. ; 329 8/-/ 9 and .also material' of"' 
the value of Its. 1461/14/- at the end ot the year. A sum of Rs. 8682-10-6 
on account of Jail Manufactures sent to England remains to be recovered 
from Messrs Finlinsoniof London. Asum of Rs; 1067/12/6 were also paid 
into the State Treasury as, an increase from the Pargana, Jail industries,

death on a charge of murder under section 302 I. P. C., was cut of within 
the Jail precinets. 

S&liibzada Abdul Basit Khan worked as Superintendent Jail during the 
year. 


Hon’ hie Lt. Colonel S. B. A. Patterson C. I. E., I, A., Agent to the' 
Governor General Bajputana, Major Lawrence I. A. Political Agent, 
Havauti and Tonk visited the Jail and inspected the Jail industries and 
expressed them satisfaction. 


State Press, 


The Press utilised the services of eight prisoners in addition to those of 
B^mctionedsfcaff aad turned out 1703200 papers- that brought an income 
of Bs 3040/ 13,6. Out of these Bs. 2600/- were paid into the State Tress- 
nry as net income. The State Press emailed an expenditure of Rs. 2696/-.

The Imperial mails continued to he carried between Tomk and s Newai in 
the State Motor Lorry. The State continued to supply escorts 1 for tho 
maies conveyed within the State limits and the arrangements were- satis- 
factory.

S. Agricultural Bank Chhabra.' 

Owing to there having been three consecutive bad years in Chhabra 
Pargana and the resulting impoverishment of the cultivators H. H. was 
pleased to advance the sum of 11s- 20,00 0/* towards starting an agricnltural 
bank in this Pargana. Only one stipulation was made that the money, 
advanced should be repaid to the State without interest by yearly insta- 
lments over a period of twenty years or so. 

Brief but complete Rules were drawn up for tbe working of the Bank’ 
'which was put under the complete control of the Revenue Member. 

A Board was formed in Chhabra of the leading Bankers^ Fatails and 
Patwaries under the presidency of the Nazim who was made responsible 
for the actual working and dealings of the Bank, 

The main objects of the loans given by the Bank are as follows 

(a) Bor repairs to wells, tanks, oxies etc. i.e to improve sources of irri- 
gation. 

(b) To, purchase bullocks. 

( c ) For seed food and agricultural impliments. 

(d) To cultivate fallow lands •or to improve inferior lands.’ 

After completing tbe cultivators demands, the balance of the money 
remaining with bank was devoted to advance to merchants 5 for the deve- 
lopment of trade. 

The Bank commenced working on the 29th October 1923,’ The rate 
of interest was fixed at 9°jo per annum, which was considered sufficient to 
cover the working expense -of the Bank and to pay back the instalments 
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into the State Treasury. The rate was placed as low as possible iu consi- 
deration of the condition of the cultivators.

The- 
number of cognisable cases reported decreased 'by 34, and non-cognisable 
cases increased by 65; making an increase of 31 cases in all, due to the in- 
crease in non-cognisable cases. This increase requiresmo comment. 

Of the 1380 cases dealt with by the police 1149 were cognisable and 231 
-non-cognisable. In the preceding year there were 11S3 cognisable cases 
and 166 non-cognisable cases.
